‘These gentlemen, who went to 
Port Edward with sodden garments and sore 
fect after a twenty-mile tramp from the 
wreeked /aseigne Henri, Wave gone from 
the Colony in a state of complete satis- 
laction. The results of their prospecting 
for gold have been most gratifying, A large 
proportion of the rocks of the Territory are 
auriferous, and‘in lwo localities particularly 
rich yeins have been discovered, superior, 
according to these gentlemen, to anything 
they bave come across in Corea. One 
of the favoured spots is:'Tiger Mountain, the 
other Sugar Loaf Hill. ‘The former is a little 
inland from the Mgurth Lagoon, close to the 
boundary; the other is more towards the 
eastern portion of the Territory inland from 
Three Peak Bay and overlooking the valley 
of the Fung-fou River, ‘The sands of this 
river have been worked for gold by the Chi- 
nese for years past, but the labour of thus 
extracting the precious metal would not 
repay the European. On the other hand,
